To Ease Manpower Shortages 



WASHIHOTON. March IS m 
Undersecretary of War Robert P. 
Patterson told the house mlhlory 
committee today tlie time had ar- 
rived lor 3.5O0JX» 4-Fs between the 
aea of IB and 37 to be assigned to 
essenllal Industry or to be inducted 
Into the vmy in labor bsttallons. 

"We face mi actual danger," Pat- 
terson said OS the committee con- 
Unued Its study of tho manpower 
situation. "It- seenu quite pUIn that 
writ ratthod o! coaUolUns the uUl- 
luUon of <-Fs in essential war worli 
more extensively than under exist- 
ing pracllce would promote the wln- 
nlng of the war." 

On Aaslrnmcnt Basis - 

One method to utilise tha t-Fs, 
ha explained, would be bj enact- 
ment of national tienlce Irglslatlon 
appUcabla to men between IB and 
'31 wbo biTB.been dusUIed u phy-

The llrst point Is significant because na- 
tional Intere.'it has not been sire.'-s(>d In pre- 
vious statements ot American post-war pol- 
icy. The second Is Important in view of itie 
obvious fact that sjihorcs of Infiucnce. al- 
liances and balances of power are I lie nbjerl 
of recent Russian anrl Brltl.sh diplomatic 
moves. It remains to be seen wliether Mr. Hull 
means that the United Slates will not he 
party to post-war agreements embodylnR 
such arrnngcmenta. But certainly his memo- 
randum Rives no hint as to measures wa will 
take to check the drift toward a division of 
Europe Into Russian and British spheres

Germany Gets the Day's News 



POPULATION PROBLEMS 
The Baruch-Hancock post-war report 
t^lns soiiie pujillng questions, in addition lo 
its many excellent recommendations. Some 
of the worst stumpers have to do with popu- 
lation shifts to war-Industry boom towns. 

"Will the workers who have moved north 
return to their homes in the south?" the re- 
port asks. ''What ot the great aircraft, ship- 
building and munitions centers — where will 
the workers now there go?" 

If the answer from Henry J. Kaiser's three 
shipyards In Portland, Ore., is typical, most or 
them aren't going anywhere. There are 01.- 
036 workers in the Kaiser yards; 00 per cent 
of them were questioned ns to their post-war 
-plans. It-was foiitid that-50,000 haa-nilRrdled 
Irom outside the Portland area, and that more 
than half plan to stay. 

This Is In spite of the fact that 85 per 
cent of the total force have no prcspects of 
a Job when the shipbuilding program is cut 
down lo peacetime size. 

A check-up on these workers' purchases 
shows that they are not fooling about their 
desire lo stay put. Only 11 percent have fur- 
niture stored "back home," bul 53.7 per cent 
own furniture in the Portland area. And 40,5 
ol those who plan to continue hving there 
. are going to use their war bonds and other 
ea'Tlngs to buy real estate. 

Another post-war question was answered 
when only 20.5 per cent of the Kaiser ■women 
employes (Industrial, not while-collnr) said 
they planned to stop working when the war 
was over. 

, It U unlikely that Portland's case Is unique, 
or that its workers' thinking is radically dll- 
lerent Irom that of workers In other InduS- 
. trial centers. Cities with big shipyards and 
ordnance and aircraft planla have all grown 
—Portland. 10.3 per cent since 103O; Scattle- 
Tacoma, 20 per cent: Wichita, Kan.. 32.5 per 
cent; NorfoHc-Newport News, Va.. 42.2 per 
cant. 

In 1939 there were, roughly. 25.000 workers 
Jn ordnance; 75,000 in aircraft, and 150,000 In 
shipbuilding. Today, for the same three In- 
dustries, the approjrtmate respective figures 

.are 2^50.000. 300,000 and l.GOO.OOO. Peace, 
tlibe" employment In ships and aircraft will 

probably be higher than the 10^19 level, but 

even so, many Industrial cities are going to 
. have a tremendous concentration of surplus 

labor. 

. Portland haj outlined a 15 million-dollar 
.pubUe-vorlcs program.. Otber dtles are mak- 
ing similar plan's. But public works ^re stop- 
gaps that do not create wealth. Private Indus-
